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Gaddafi’s motives in Tunisian 
merger—‘spite and revenge’ 


BEIRUT. — Spite ana revenge were 
the main motives behind the week- 
end merger declaration of Libya 
and Tunisia, the Lebanese press 
said yesterday. 

The merger was preceded by 
sporadic propaganda warfare be- 
tween Cairo and Tripoli, the news- 
paper “An Nahar” noted. It said 
differences arose when Egypt's 
President Sadat launched the Oc- 
tober war against Israe] without 
consulting his federation partner, 
Col. Muammer Gaddafi of Libya. 

Gaddafi publicly criticized Sadat 
and accused him of slowing down 
plans to merge Egypt with Libya 
into one state. Counter-criticism in 
Cairo newspapers irritated Gaddafi, 
who accused leading Egyptian editor 
Ihsan Abdel Koddous of slander and 
demanded his punishment. 

Koddous was barred from his 
newspaper, “Akhbar el Yom,” for 
four weeks during which he was 
reportedly interrogated by the 
Egyptian intelligence. But Sadat in- 
tervened, visited Koddous and or- 
dered him to resume writing his 
weekly column. 

Koddous resumed writing last 
week and, four days later, Gad- 
dafi went to Tunisia and made his 
impromptu merger declaration with 
President Habib Bourguiba, the 
paper said. 

But that was not the only reason 
for Gaddafi's displeasure with Sa- 
dat, The Libyan leader was par- 
ticularly upset by Sadat's rejection 
of a complete and immediate mer- 
ger of Egypt and Libya, which al- 
ready are linked in a loose federa- 
tion that includes Syria. 

At the height of the October 
war, Gaddafi criticized the Egyptian 
military strategy as unsatisfactory, 
particularly after the Israelis cross- 
ed the Suez Canal. Emissaries shut- 
(δὰ back and forth between Cairo 
and Tripoli, and the two sides 
tacitly agreed to bring newspaper, 
radio and television clashes to an 
end. But Gaddafi apparently was not 
satisfied, 


EGYPT SURPRISED 


The unpredictable Libyan strong- 
man maintained a silence for three 
weeks, breaking it only with the 
Libyan-Tunisian merger declaration. 
This came as a complete surprise 
to Egypt, said ‘An Nahar.” 

Cairo was evidently irritated by 
the merger move, the paper said. 
Although Gaddafi has so far ab- 
stained from publicly divorcing Lib- 
ya from its federation with Hgypt, 
Cairo now feels it will be deprived 
of the financial aid provided by 
oil-rich Libya. 

Observers im Algiers moted that 
President Bourguiba, who only 
weeks earlier had called for 8 
closer relationship with Western 
Europe and the Western world, had 
chosen to ally himself with one of 
the most militant Arab leaders. 
They said the merger appeared con- 
trary to many things the Tunisian 
leader had stood for. 

President Bourguiba has always 
preached moderation amd he was

it had started. The main problem in- 
volved was not in snuffing out the 
flames, but getting close enough to 
do so. The actual job of extinguish- 
ing the fire was relatively simple: 
you pack between 45 and 180 kilos 
of dynamite into barrels, lower 
them into the wells and explode 
‘them, However, this cannot be done 
until a work platform could be built 
alongside the fire. To erect such a 
platform, barges had to spray be- 
tween 4,000 and 6,000 gallons of wa- 


major ter into the flames, to cool the steel 


superstructures. Otherwise, the fire 
would be re-ignited by hot steel the 
moment fresh oil reached it, even 
after the main fire had been extin- 
guished, 


This is exactly what happened on 
March 9, when a “hot spot” on a 
metal well casing touched off a new 
fire, and kept Paul Adair’s men busy 
for another day. A subsequent in- 
vestigation by the U.S. Geological 
Survey found that six of the 12 
burning wells lacked safety devices 
required by law. These devices — 


called storm chokes — shut off oil 
flow automatically in event of fire, 
storm, tides or high winds, 

But it was nine months later — 
in December, 1970 — that the U.S. 
suffered what one oil official called 
“the biggest offshore oilwell fire in 
the history of the business” — also 
in the Gulf of Mexico. Eleven wells 
in a cluster of 22 owned by Shell 
Oil Company began to burn, killing 
four workers. This time the fire- 
fighters decided to cut off the oil 
flow not by blasting but by drilling 
oblique relief wella towards the 
burning ones, Through these relief 
wells thousands of toms of “drilling 
mud" was pumped into the oil-laden 
sands ‘below the gulf, into the 
sources of the burning wells. Spray 
barges pumping 13,000 gallons of 
water a minute onto the buming 
platform cooled the work area while 
the relief wells were dug. 

“Its like putting your finger on 
the gas cock to cut off the supply,” 
a Shell Oil Co. spokesman gaid at 
the time.
